CONFERENCE ON SOLIDARITY WITH SOUTHERN AFRICAN PEOPLE ADOPTED 
SWEEPING SERIES OF RESOLUTIONS WHICH SHARPLY ATTACKED WEST 
ACROSS BOARD. CONFERENCE ALSO FORMED PROVISIONAL COMMITTEE 
TO INVESTIGATE CRIMES OF SOUTH AFRICA. SECOND CONFERENCE 
REPORTEDLY TO BE HELD IN UNNAMED WESTERN EUROPEAN CAPTIAL IN 
SPRING 1977. IN SEPARATE RESOLUTION, CONFERENCE CALLED ON 
ETHIOPIAN PEOPLE TO SUPPORT PROVISIONAL MILITARY ADMINISTRATIVE 
COUNCIL (PMAC). END SUMMARY. 

1 . AFRO-ASIAN PEOPLES SOLIDARITY ORGANIZATION (AAPSO) CON- 
FERENCE ON SOLIDARITY WITH PEOPLE OF SOUTH AFRICA ADOPTED 
27-POINT ACTION PROGRAM AT CONCLUSION OF FORMAL DELIBERATIONS 
SUNDAY EVENING. PROGRAM CALLS FOR: A) ORGANIZATION OF 
CAMPAIGNS BY A NTT- APARTHEID AND SOLIDARITY MOVEMENTS. TRADE 
UNIONS AND OTHER PROGRESSIVE FORCES FOR IMPOSITION OF SANCTIONS 
AGAINST SOUTH AFRICA BY ALL UNMEMBERS, B INTENSIFICATION 

OF BOYCOTT AGAINST SOUTH AFRICA, PARTICULARLY IN FIELDS 
OF CULTURE.SPORT.AND TOURISM. C) CAMPAIGN AGAINST DIPLOMATIC 
RECOGNITION OF SOUTH AFRICA AND ITS EXPULSION FROM UN, 

D) NON-RECOGNITION OF VANTUSTANS, REFUSAL TO RECEIVE THEIR 
LEADERS, OPPOSITION TO INVESTMENT IN BANTUSTANS, AND UN AND 
OAU EFFORTS TO OBLIGE MEMBER STATES TO FORBID THEIR CITIZENS 
FROM VISITING TRANSKEI, E) CAMPAIGNS BY GOVERNMENTS, PARLIA- 
MENTARIANS, INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS AND PEACE -LOVING 
FORCES AGAINST IMPERIALIST ECONOMIC COOPERATION AND CAPITAL 
INVESTMENT IN SOUTH AFRICA. PARTICULARLY BY UK, US, FRANCE, 

WEST GERMANY, JAPAN, IRAN AND MULTINATIONAL CORPORATIONS, 

F) TERMINATION BY ALL STATES OF TRADE AND ECONOMIC TIES WITH 
SOUTH AFRICA, AND G) EXPOSING IMPERIALIST CONSPIRACY FOR 
CREATION OF SOUTH ATLANTIC TREATY ORGANIZATION. 

2. IN MESSAGE OF SUPPORT TO SOUTH AFRICAN PEOPLE, CON 
FERENCE NOTED STRUGGLE OF SOUTH AFRICAN PEOPLE, SUCCESSFUL 
INDEPENDENCE STRUGGLES OF MOZAMBIQUE, ANGOLA, GUINEA-BISSAU 
AND VAPE VERDE, SAO TOME AND PRINCIPE, AND DEFEAT OF RECIST- 
IMPERIALIST AGGRESSION IN ANGOLA WHICH HAD SHATTERED MYTH OF 
WHITE SUPREMACY. CONFEREES PLEDGED TOTAL EFFORT TO ISOLATE 
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SOUTH AFRICA SND INTENSIFY EFFORTS TO RAISE MATERIAL SUPPORT 
FOR STRUGGLE OF SOUTH AFRICAN PEOPLE. 

3. CONFERENCE CREATED PROVISIONAL COMMITTEE COMPOSED OF 
DELEGATES FROM SOUTHERN AFRICA, ZIMBABWE, NAMIBIA, ANGOLA, 
GHANA, ETHIOPIA, VIETNAM, USSR, CHILE, CUBA, USA, FRANCE, 

GREAT BRITAIN, FEDERAL REPUBLIC OF GERMANY, BELGIUM, 

PALESTINE, AAPSO, WORLD PEACE COUNCIL (WPC), INTERNATIONAL 
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UNION OF STUDENTS (IUS), WORLD FEDERATION OF DEMOCRATIC LAWYERS 
(IADL), AND WORLD FEDERATION OF TRADE UNIONS (WFTU) 

TO ESTABLISH QUOTE INTERNATIONAL COMMISSION OF INVESTIGATION 
OF CRIMES PERPETRATED BY RACIST REGIME IN SOUTHERN 
AFRICA UNQUOTE. COMMITTEE IS TO MEET IN NEAR FUTURE TO 
ESTABLISH CHARTER IN TIME TO CONTRIBUTE TO SECOND INTERNATIONAL 
CONFERENCE ON SOLIDARITY, REPORTEDLY TO BE HELD 
AT UNSPECIFIED WESTERN EUROPE CAPITAL IN SPRING 1977. 


4. CONFERNECE ALSO ADOPTED DECLARATION CALLING ON PRO- 
GRESSIVE FORCES TO RENDER EFFECTIVE SUPPORT TO JUST STRUGGLE 
OF SOUTH AFRICAN PEOPLE. DECLARATION NOTES ATROCITIES 

OF SOUTH AFRICAN RASCIST REGIME, STATES ROOT CAUSES OF 
UPRISING TO BE FOUND IN DETERIORATING SOCIAO-ECONOMIC CONDITIONS 
OF DSIPOSSED BLACK MAJORITY, AND CLAIMS UPRISINGS 
IN SOUTH AFRICA RESULT OF EFFORTS OF AFRICAN NATIONAL CONGRESS 
AND ITS ALLIES. DECLARATION CONDEMNS GROWING RACIST, 

POLITICAL, ECONOMIC AND MILITARY ALLIANCES BETWEEN SOUTH 
AFRICA AND ISRAEL, AS WELL AS CLOSER LINKS BETWEEN SOUTH 
AFRICA AND MILITARY REGIMES IN HILE, ARGENTINA, PARAGUAY, 
URUGUAY AND BRAZIL. THESE LINKS ENCOURAGED BY US WITH INTNET 
OF FORMING AGGRESSIVE MILITARY BLOCKIN SOUTH ATLANTIC. 

5. DECLARATION CONTINUES BY DENOUNCING ECONOMIC , POLITICA, 

AND MILITARY ALLIANCE BETWEEN IMPERIALIST WORLD, IN PARTICULAR 
US, UK, FRANCE, WEST GERMANY AND JAPAN, WITH SOUTH 

AFRICA, WHICH SERVES TO STRENGTHEN VORSTER REGIME. BY 
THEIR FOREIGN INVESTMENTS, IMPERIALIST POWERS AND MULTI 
NATIONAL CORPORATIONS DIRECTLY RESPONSIBLE FOR GRAVE SITU- 
ATION AND CRIMINAL EVENTS IN SOUTH AFRICA. DECLARATION CON- 
TINUES BY NOTING PRESENT POLICY OF SUPPLYING NUCLEAR AND 
OTHER SOPHISTICATED WEAPONS TO SOUTH AFRICA BEING COMPLI 
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MENTED BY NEW STRATEGY OF MAKING SOUTH AFRICAN REGIME SELF- 
SUFFICIENT IN NUCLEAR AND OTHER SOPHISTICATED WEAPONS. 
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6. DECLARATION NOTES WITH ALARM PLANS TO "INTEGRATE SOUTH 
AFRICA INTO NATO", CONDEMNS GROWING SOUTH AFRICAN RELATIONS 
WITH SOUTH KOREA AND IRAN, DEMANDS IMMEDIATE TRANSFER OF 
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POWER IN NAMIBIA TO SWAPO. FINALLY, RESOLUTION CONDEMNS 
KISSINGER "MACHINATIONS" ON BEHALF OF WORLD IMPERIALISM, AND 
HIS PLAN FOR NEGOTIATED SETTLEMENT WHICH DIAMETRICALLY 
OPPOSED TO REVOLUTIONARY FORCES OF ZIMBABWE LED BY AFRICAN 
NATIONAL COUNCIL. 

7. IN SEPARATE MESSAGE, CONFERENCE PRAISED ETHIOPIAN REVO- 
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LUTION AND HOSPITALITY. MESSAGE NOTED ETHIOPIAN MASSES 
HAD BEEN VICTIM OF FEUDALISM AND IMPERIALISM, AND PRAISED 
PMAC EFFORTS TO BUILD FIRM FOUNDATION FOR SOCIALIST 
SOCIETY. MESSAGE REAFFIRMED FIRM SUPPORT OF CONFEREES 
FOR STRUGGLE OF ETHIOPIAN PEOPLE AND CONDEMNED ALL INTERNAL 
AND EXTERNAL COUNTER-REVOLUTIONARY MOVEMENTS AGAINST 
SOCIALIST GAINS IN ETHIOPIA. MESSAGE SUPPORTED SOLUTION 
OF ETHIOPIAN NATIONALITIES PROBLEM WITHIN FRAMEWORK OF 
PROGRAM OF ETHIOPIAN NATIONAL DEMOCRATIC REVOLUTION, AND 
CONDEMNED IMPERIALIST AND REACTIONARY EFFORTS TO UNDERMINE 
EFFORTS OF GOVERNMENT AN PEOPLE OF ETHIOPIA TO BRING ABOUT 
PEACEFUL SOLUTION TO ITS INTERNAL PROBLEMS. MESSAGE CALLED ON 
ETHIOPIAN PEOPLE TO UNITE BEHIND PMAC IN IMPLEMENTATION 
OF REVOLUTION. 

8. COMMENT: PMAC NOT DOUBT CONSIDERS THAT IT HAS SCORED 
MAJOR PROPAGANDA COUP ON BEHALF OF ETHIOPIAN REVOLUTION 
BY ALIGNING ITSELF WITH WHAT TO SAY THE LEAST WAS A 
RATHER MOTLEY CROWD OF DELEGATES, EVEN TO EXTENT OF HAVING 
EACH DELEGATION CHEIF MEET WITH PMAC VICE CHAIRMAN MENGISTU. 
CONFERENCE ASLO ENHANCED ETHIOPIA'S STATUS AS "PROGRESSIVE" 
NATION, ALTHOUGH BY PLAYING HOST TO AN OBVIOUSLY SOVIET- 
ORIENTED AND SUPPORTED GROUP, THEY MAY FIND THAT CHINESE 
SUPPORT AND ENTHUSIASM FOR ETHIOPIA'S REVOLUTION HAS COOLED 
(CHINESE WERE NOWHERE TO BE SEEN DURING THREE-DAY 
CONFERENCE). CONFERNECE WAS ALSO PROBABLY SEEN BY SOME 
ETHIOPIANS AS CONVENIENT TOOL FOR RALLYING INTERNAL SUPPORT 
FOR PMAC AT TIME WHEN PMAC IS STILL HAVING TROUBLE CONTROLL- 
ING URBAN DISSIDENTS, PARTICULARLY ETHIOPIANS PEOPLE'S REVO- 
LUTIONARY PARTY, AND AS AN EFFORT TO MAKE GOOD IMPRESSION 
ON SOVIETS JUST BEFORE DEPARTURE OF A REPORTED VISIT BY 
AN EPMG DELEGATION TO MOSCOW ALLEGEDLY IN SEARCH OF ARMS. 
FINALLY, IT MAY ALSO HAVE REPRESENTED ONEUPMANSHIP IN 
ETHIOPIAN'S RELATIONS WITH SOMALIA GIVEN SOMALI PRESI- 
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DENT'S CALL IN EARLY SEPTEMBER OF OAU MINISTERIAL ON SOUTH 
AFRICA (MOGADISCIO 1431 NOTAL) WHICH HAS FAILED TO MATERIALIZEZ. 
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
